The  property  listed  in  this  catalogue  will  be  offered  and  sold  subject 
to  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

1.  The  word  “Galleries,”  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale, 
means  the  Kende  Galleries,  Inc. 

2.  The  Galleries  have  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  de¬ 
scribe  correctly  the  property  to  be  sold,  but  they  do  not  warrant  the 
correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of 
said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale, 
all  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  as  a  whole  and  as  numbered  in  the 
catalogue. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer. 
In  the  event  of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in 
his  discretion,  determine  who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision 
shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in 
dispute. 

5.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the  article 
offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  over  the 
previous  bid,  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer,  in  his  discretion,  if  in 
his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

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FOREWORD 


HE  Gothic  glass  offered  in  this  sale  by  its  present  owner,  under 


numbers  102-108,  was  formerly  in  the  collection  of  Dr.  Leopold 
Seligmann,  of  which  Dr.  F.  Rademacher  wrote  a  descriptive  article 
published  in  the  Pantheon  in  July,  1931.  According  to  this  eminent 
authority  the  centre  of  its  fabrication  was  on  the  Middle  Rhine,  which 
region  dominated  the  art  in  its  early  period.  The  flasks  are  of  a  brown¬ 
ish  green  somewhat  impure  glass,  and  can  be  identified  with  the  me¬ 
diaeval  Kuttrolf.  Dr.  Rademacher  refers  to  the  flask,  number  105,  in 
this  catalogue  as  especially  interesting. 

In  contrast  to  the  flasks  the  glass  of  the  tumblers  is  a  luminous  green, 
with  a  yellowish  or  bluish  tinge.  ‘The  richest  and  most  precious  pro¬ 
ductions  of  this  time’,  he  says,  ‘are  the  knobbed  and  threaded  glasses  or 
tumblers’.  During  the  fifteenth  century  these  tumblers  of  which  the 
great  beaker,  number  107,  is  a  specimen,  reached  an  artistic  excellence 
not  inferior  to  that  of  the  other  productions  of  the  Gothic  art  crafts¬ 
manship,  clearly  revealing  the  character  of  their  period. 

Of  number  108  in  the  present  catalogue,  Dr.  Rademacher  writing 
at  that  time  says,  ‘The  most  beautiful  glass  in  the  Seligmann  collection 
and  at  the  same  time  one  of  the  most  charming  productions  of  the  late 
Gothic  art  of  glass  making  is  the  slightly  curved  conical  goblet  upon 
a  latticed  base.  This  glass  must  be  assigned  to  the  beginning  of  the 
sixteenth  century.  A  date  line  is  furnished  by  the  illustration  of  the 
same  glass  in  a  picture  of  Anna  Selbdritt  by  the  so-called  Master  of  the 
Mansi-Magdalen,  pupil  of  Quentin  Matsys  who,  according  to  Fried- 
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lander,  followed  his  profession  between  1515  and  1525.  The  museums 
of  Cologne,  Mayence,  Speyer  and  Heidelberg  possess  damaged  ex¬ 
amples  of  such  glasses  which  were  found  in  these  localities’.  As  far  as 
is  known  this  particular  glass  from  the  Seligmann  collection  is  the 
only  one  of  its  type  in  existence  in  a  perfect  state  of  preservation. 

Also  of  interest  is  an  original  set  of  six  Italian  carved  walnut  arm¬ 
chairs  of  the  eighteenth  century  covered  in  fine  petit  point ,  number 
164;  two  important  tapestries,  number  212  being  a  signed  Beauvais 
piece;  the  Gothic  sculptured  limewood  figures  of  St.  Mark,  number  81, 
and  Ste.  Catherine,  number  85;  the  pair  of  Gothic  pewter  pricket 
candlesticks,  number  98;  and  a  fourteenth  century  repousse  silver 
bookcover,  number  28.  In  addition  is  the  small  but  varied  collection 
of  Italian  faience  and  Vienna  porcelain  apothecary  jars. 

The  rising  interest  in  Japanese  prints,  perhaps  partially  due  to  their 
suitability  as  decoration  in  modern  as  well  as  eighteenth  century  in¬ 
teriors,  makes  appropriate  the  offering  of  those  collected  by  the  late 
Cortlandt  F.  Bishop.  His  recognized  taste  in  many  forms  of  art  is  ap¬ 
parent  in  the  small  but  carefully  chosen  group  beginning  with  the 
primitive  period,  of  which  number  219,  hand-colored,  by  Moronobu, 
is  an  interesting  example.  The  polychrome  period  is  well  represented 
by  several  exquisite  works  by  Harunobu  and  his  followers.  The  pen- 
taptych,  number  253,  by  Utamaro  is  an  interesting  scene  and  one  sel¬ 
dom  found  in  its  complete  form,  the  early  works  of  Toyokuni  are  fine 
examples;  there  is  a  wealth  of  prints  by  Hokusai,  number  290  ‘the 
red  mountain’,  being  one  of  the  artist’s  masterpieces,  and  many  fine 
Hiroshige  landscapes.  In  no  other  way  is  the  life  and  beauty  of  eigh¬ 
teenth  century  Japan  pictured  so  well  as  in  the  plebeian  art  of  Yedo, 
the  wood  engraving  printed  in  color.
